A Shipwrecked Crew Resetted .Inst in 
Time to Prevent a Horrible Crime, 

Auckland, N. '/.., Sept. 16.— The 
Tonga steamer Wakiun bus brought to 
this port the captain and crew of the 
British ship Gaston, Captain Duvies, 
from Sydney, N.S.W., for San Fran- 
cisco, which foundered in mid -ocean. 
The shipwrecked sailors were twenty- 
two days in an open boat without food 
or water. Oil the twenty-second day 
the men were driven to desperation by 
hunger and thirst and it was decided 
that one of their number must he sacri- 
ficed to save the lives of the others.

Appearances now indicate 
111 at u large amount of money is being 
spent to spoil Beacon Hill Park and to 
make it of really less advantage to the 
city than if not a single dollar had been 
spent upon it.

He proved that ho is a good 
organizer and a good administrator; but 
if he believes that all the credit of the 
success of the strike is due to him he 
makes a very great mistake; and he is 
also laboring under a delusion if he 
thinks that a strike which does not 
commend itself to the sense of justice of 
the people at large, can be conducted in 
the same >vay and can accomplish simi- 
lar results.

There 
could he on mistaking the tone of tlx 
meeting, and the speeches made ami the 
resolutions passed expressed in moderate 
terms the views ami tin- determination 
of the gentlemen composing the board 
of Trade. 

We, tor our part, are confident that 
justice wiil be dune to Victoria in this 
matter. The Canadian Pacific ( bin patty 
find that if will be to their interest to 
comply with the requirements of the 
city. President Van Home will, it can- 
not he doubted, be as good as his word, 
and if the requisite accommodation be 
provided for the steamships at the outer 
■wharf the steamers, on their outward 
and inward voyages, will call at Victoria. 
The members of the Board of Trade 
deserve every credit for their efforts to 
secure tliisnie.isure of justice for the lead- 
ing commercial city o! British Columbia. 
It is more than probable that if tliey 
were less zealous, if they ceased 
for any considerable time to urge the 
claims of this city, those claims would 
be lost sight of both by the ( lovernnient 
and the Railway Company, These men 
of business know enough of tlio world 
to be convinced that if the citizens of 
Victoria do not look sharply after their 
own interests no one else will. When 
the steamers do call at this port, as we 
hope and believe the)- will, we trust 
that the cilizens will not forgot- thai 
they owe the benefit almost wholly to 
the untiring exertions of the Hoard of 
Trade.

Bui if I he Park 
is converted into a fair ground ; il there 
is not a spot in it where women ami 
children can spend a pleasant hour, free 
from anxiety and intrusion, the Park 
will be spoiled for a great many.' hut 
cutting roads through tin; Hark ao that 
wherever the pleasure seekers go they 
ure In fear lest the little ones will be 
run over, ami they themselves annoyed 
by the dust of carriages ami the staring 
of impertinent holiday makers, will lake 
from it very much of its ntti'aetiyonoss, 
Nothing ..-an be in worse taste than to 
cut a road to the topof Boaaoil Hill. 
Those who ride in carriages can .see all 
they go lo see without taking possession 
of that sjiol which should be loft for the 
pedestrians. Neither taste nor con- 
veiiieiico requires tin- park to be cut up 
by carriage roads, On I he contrary, 
the designer should have laid out the 
park with a view to the nc iCOIUinodntion 
and pleasure of the great majority of 

citizens who go to it on fool, ami wish 
to spend in it an hour or two of quiet 
enjoyment. The park is not so large 
thai it can be cut up with carriage 
drives and .dill leave plenty of space 
for those who desire retirement.

The Times reproaches us with incon- 
sistency hecauso we alluded lo those 
who oppose the present provincial gov- 
ernment as "the wretched and hopeless 
opposition." This it says is "calling 
naiiies. " Our contemporary, considering 
that it is an adept in that coarse art, is 
very unhappy in its illustration. Ne 
one believes that to characterize a per- 
son or a thing truthfully— to apply to it 
a designation which aptly describes his 
or ils nature- is "calling names." To 
. all a spade il spade baa beconie proverb- 
ially proper, To call it anything else 
would be a misapplication of language. 
The implement is a spade and no injus- 
tice is done it when it is called a Spade, 
ill the same way wo want to know how 
wo are to describe the local opposition 
an an organization more graphically 
than to speak of it as "wro tolled ami 
hopeless ? " 

In I he first place it is a poverty- 
stricken opposition, it is, as fur as dis- 
tinctive principles are concerned, abso- 
lutely destitute, It has, iu fact, really 
no right to call itself an opposition at all 
It lias not, to use a common expression, 
u leg to stand Oil, or to use a more 
leaded phrase, it has no"raisoil d'etre." 
Its platform is an airy nothing. This was 
abundantly evident at the late by-elec- 
tion. The gentleman who opposed tin 
Oovernment's candidate based his oppo- 
sition on what turned out to be, when il 
n iis examined, really nothing. It soon 
became apparent that be opposed th 
Covormneut, not because he and thoso 
who brought him out, disapproved of tin 
< lovernmeiit's policy, but simply because 
they wanted to get him into the Legisla- 
tive Assembly to begin the w ork of turn 
ing tie- Government out, and when they 
suoooi .led, to take the places of its mem- 
bers. This every one can see wits a hope 
less lask. 

A party without principles is like i 
body without a soul. And the Milm 
party was so badly oil' for matter on 
which to ground even the semblance of 
an opposition against the ('lovernnient 
that it had to imagine astute of things 
that did not exist, and to condemn the 
I lovernnient for pursuing a policy which 
its opponents had themselves inaugura- 
ted.

SQUIRRELS AND CONES. 

Tho Clover Way in Which tho Chlcknreu 
Obtains Its Food, 

Dr. R Bell, of the Canadian Geo 
logical Survey, says that tho chicka- 
ree, or red squirrel, lives largoly upon 
tho seeds of the black and white 
spruce. His method of operation is 
ingenious, as would bo expected of 
such a wide-awako and enterprising 
creature. 

Tho cones grow principally at tho 
tops of tho spruce trees, and the 
largest and tho finost aro always to be 
found there. Tho chickaroo selects a 
tree distinguished either tor Its steep- 
ness and density of its upper part, or 
for its loaning to ono side, as either of 
these characteristics makes it certain 
that tho cones, if detached, will fall to 
tho ground; then ho cuts off the heavi- 
ly laden twigs and lets thom drop. 
This is done with an impatient rapid- 
ity. Should a person be sitting quiot- 
ly under a tree while one of these busy 
little creatures is at work at tho top, 
he would seo the bunches of conea 
come tumbling down in such quick suc- 
cession that ho might suppose half a 
dozen squirrols wore at work, Instead 
of only ono industrious little fellow. 

These bunches seldom lodge in tho 
branches below, but if tho squirrel on 
his way down notices one of them ar- 
rested in a hopeful position toward 
tho end of a bough, he will sometimes 
run out and give it a socond send olT. 
In climbing tall spruce trees for obser- 
vation of tho su rounding country, I 
havo often noticed bunches of conos 
lodged where, if started off a second 
time, they would bo certain to catch 
again in tho thick branches before 
reaching tho ground. Tho squirrols 
seem to understand the situation per- 
fectly, and leavo such bunches to their 
fate. Tho chickarees, having thrown 
down a sufficient quantity for a few 
days' use, proceed to carry thom to 
their favorite feeding-place near by. 
They pool oil tho scales in succession, 
and nibble out tho seeds with great 
rapidity.— Popular Science Monthly. 



LOSING HER SKIRT. 

Social Blunder! Made by Pationi Ignorant 
of tho " Style."

Thu bale Secretary of the Dominion Alll- 
unco Talks About it 

Rev. T). V. Lucas, late Secretary of 
the Dominion Temperance Alliance, who 
is at present in this city, is well known 
as (.no of the most enthusiastic and whole 
hearted temperance w 
He was asked to tell 
the cause by a Col.o: 
called upon him yeste 
ed himself us follows 
to British Columbia first, as assistant to 
Rev. Dr. Evans, with whom 1 was en- 
gaged in pastoral work until, my health 
failing, 1 was obliged to return East. 
For ten or twelve years I was pastor of 
a Montreal church and then was invited 
by the Dominion Alliance, on the death 
of the Secretary, Mr. Gale, to take his 
position. It was then' that 1 became 
most prominently identified with tem- 
perance work in the East. Attho request 
of the Alliance of Victoria, Australia, 1 
wont there with my wife in '87, and 
spent u year in temperance campaign 
work. The work in Australia, particu- 
larly in the colony of Victoria, is ill the 
hands of some of the most energetic und 
eminent men of the country. lion. 
James Monro, the ex-premier aud at 
it. a distinguished member of the 
ninent, is looked upon as tho lead- 
ing temperance man of I he colony. 
Through the energy thai he and his ussi - 
ciates put in the work, und the money lo 
tho extent of many thousands that the) 
contribute annually, -tho yearly income 
of the Victoria Alliuuce is $10,000— tem- 
perance literature is being constantly 
scattered, and a continued agitation on 
the platform is being kept up, causing 
a marked growth in the temperance 
sentiment not only in the colony but all 
Australia. They have not yet reached 
a condition in which they dare talk of 
prohibition, but the principle of local 
option has been in force among them 
for some time, and the agitation ill Aus- 
tralia is along t hat line. The agitation 
in Australia is to diminish the number 
of licensed houses, and so get rid of the 
worst class which apparently exist for 
nothing else than the sale of liquor and 
to which we attribute the greater por- 
tion of the drunkenness in the land. 

Coming to our own country, my per- 
sonal feeling in regard to the Scott Act 
is that it was a successful measure in 
reducing crime and drunkenness, Un- 
fortunately, the enforcement of the law, 
through some faulty provisions of tin- 
Act, was thrown too much on individual 
temperance people, instead ol t be re 
sponsibility of ollioials appointed by 
the ( : ivornment. So that to keep it en 
forced the temperance people fell them 
selves under a heavy strain w hich they 
were not disposed to endure. Besides 
that, for the past two or three years, 
the question bad got very much mixed 
with partisan polities, so that the 
people making an effort to sustain tin- 
law felt that they were rendering aid to 
political opponents, and the ardor ol 
some very good people was considerably 
diminished thereby. These two ele- 
ments tended largely t" the relinquish 
ing of tie- Act. Vet I" my certain 
knowledge in suae- of those counties 
where the law has been dropped largelj 
for political reasons, tho people have 
seen so large an increase in drunken- 
ness and crime that they fully intend to 
restore the law just us soon a i its pro 
visions will allow 

My belief is that the reason for su 
many of tho American state-, lately re- 
jecting the principle of pndiibition is 
to be accounted for by the proposed 
high license system in almost all those 
sUltes. The low license system has been 
mo d thoroughly tried and proven to be 
a failure. It is though I that by making
